They know their friends.

This paper-has “altways’ %up-
ported the republican party. The
GAZETTE does not believe'in fu-
sion for trading. © The Fépubli-
can principles are not ot the
swapping kind. But this paper
does not believe in populist rc-
pubhcana as urged by the Ore-
gonign. This paper supported
Senator Mitchell for re-election,
believing him to bea valuable
man for the state, but we do not
believe'in tying the party to Mr.
Mitchell fior to any man or fac-
tion. ““The republican party
stands for honest money ard the
chance to earn it,” and that
party is good enough for any pa-
triotic citizen.
